been fairly good, but I feel disap­ 
pointed in not having the support 
of each and every teacher in the 
county, and especially those with 
whom and for whom I labored so 
earnestly 
to 
provide 
the 
means 
(instructors, subjects, etc ) for ob­ 
taining for them the desired first 
grade certificate, that which makes 
it possible for the teacher, should 
he be lacking In professional spirit, 
to be forgetful of the interests of 
the institute and of their helpful­ 
ness to me. 
Th e only legal provision for the 
financial support of tlie institute is 
by the 
tuition fee 
paid by 
the 
teacher. 
In order to 
provide in­ 
structors. professionally competent 
and adequate in number, it is im­ 
portant that no teacher neglect to 
be a sharer in this work. 
N o w , to speak plainly, the tui­ 
tions from the teachers now en­ 
rolled will be insufficient to meet

PEOPLE NOW WALKING. 


Keco g*nitio ii o t‘ Tlieir Uuio n Is the 
Maiu Po int So ugfht By the 
Sirlkers. 


C l e v e l a n d, O ., J une lo .— A t 
4 o ’clo ck this m o rning the mo to r- 
men and co nducto rs o f the C lev e­ 
land Electrical 
co m pany , kno w n 
lo cally as “ the B ig C o nso lidated,” 
declared a strike, tieing up the en­ 
tire sy stem, including tlie Euclid, 
W ad e Park, Cedar, Central, Sco - 
v ille, W ilso n, Bro adw ay , J ennings 
and Bro o kly n lines. 
W o rd was 
sent at o nce to co m m ittees at each 
barn to prev ent the day cars start­ 
in g o ut. 
President Bry an anno unced that 
no mo re co nferences wo uld be held 
w ith the co m pany unless the o ffi­ 
cers seek o ut and treat with the 
unio n. 
N o t a car carried passen­ 
gers o n any o f the lines o f the B ig 
Co nso lidated to day . 
M en o n tae 
w ay here to take the places o f the 
strikers hav e been headed o ff, the 
m en say . 
. 
T h e em plo y es w ant, 
first, the 
reco gnitio n 
by 
the co m pany o f 
their unio n, which is a part o f the 
A m algam ated Asso ciatio n o f Street 
R ailw ay Em plo y es 
o f 
America. 
Seco ndly , they w ant a bo ard o f ar­ 
bitratio n to pass upo n alleged v io ­ 
latio ns o f co m pany rules w hen a 
m an 
is 
charged 
with 
v io lating 
these rules and the unio ns’ o fficers 
and the 
co m p an y ’s m anagem ent 
disagree upo n the dispo sitio n o f his 
case. 
T h ey w ant to sto p summary 
dismissals fo r causes 
no t 
clearlv 
apparent 
to 
them. 
T he 
men 
charge that there hav e been nu­ 
mero us discharges fo r trifling rea­ 
so ns. 
T h e 
men 
also 
want 
an 
abatement o f “ s w in g ” runs. 
In 
a “ s w in g ” run a man gets pay fo r 
o nly the ho urs he wo rks, but the 
w o rk in g 
ho urs 
are scattered all 
thro ugh the day and night. 
One 
o f the m en ’s demands, that the o ld 
slo wer schedule be reado pted, 
has 
been co nceded by the co m ­ 
pany . 
T he real fight is o v er the 
reco gnitio n o f the unio n. 
A b o u t 9 00 men are o ut no w , but 
the linemen are ex pected to fo llo w 
the co nducto rs and mo to rmen. 
A t 9 o ’clo ck this mo rning, just 
fiv e ho urs after the big sttike was 
declared, the co m pany made 
its 
first attempt to run a car o v er its 
lines, starting fro m the L akev iew 
barns. 
T he 
car 
had 
pro ceeded 
o nly a few hundred feet when it 
was surro unded 
by strikers 
and 
sy mpathizers, y elling and ho o ting. 
T hen eggs began to fly . 
The men 
o n the car paid little attentio n to 
the demo nstratio n. 
T h e cro wd surged abo ut the car 
and o rdered the men in charge to 
leav e and jo in the strikers. 
Presi­ 
dent Bry an, o f the A m algam ated 
A sso ciatio n o f 
Street Car Men, 
dro v e up 
at a furio us pace and 
urged the men to refrain fro m v io ­ 
lence and to do no thing to discred­ 
it their cause. 
T he men y ielded 
and the car w ent o n. 
A t 9 :40 o ’clo ck ano ther lo adec 
w ith deputies was started fro m the 
L akev iew barns. 
This 
also 
was 
ho o ted, but no v io lence was at­ 
tempted. 
Bo th cars made the ro und trip 
unmo lested. 
A s the first car was 
entering the barn o n its return 
sto ne struck J aco b Kratz, a new 
man, in the head. 
H e is in a seri­ 
o us co nditio n. 
A t no o n sev en cars had left the 
L ak ev iew barn. 
A fter the fo urth 
car had left there was no further 
tro uble. 
The mo to rmen and co n­ 
ducto rs were left sev erely alo ne. 
A fter that cars co ntinued to run at 
infrequent interv als. 
The suburb­

cars carry ing

were no t interfered 
with. 
A n attempt was made to get an 
injunctio n in the U nited 
States 
co urt to prev ent the strikers fro m 
interfering w ith mail cars, but it 
failed.

which, liaving a red color, wou ld neu ­ 
tralize the b ine completely. 
In su p- 
]iort of tJiks liypotlicsis it is si a k d 
that microsco])ic grains of hematite 
are almost always present in the soil, 
and that terrestrial waters rarely liavo 
the b ine color. 
The 
water from 
glaciers or snow at high elevations, 
whe-re no liematite wou ld lie fou nd, is, 
on the other hand, intensely b ine.

and Simple 
Things That 
Children Buy. 
One-cent stores do not deal ex­ 
clu sively in one-ccnt things, b u t along 
with a variety of other articles of one 
kind and another there are offered 
many tilings at one cent each which 
children b u y. Among the more cu ri­ 
ou s things thu s sold for a cent arc eye­ 
glasses. 
The frames of these eye­ 
glasses are made of a single piece of 
metal, a very light and narrow strip 
of tin ingenou sly b ent. The b ending 
is b egu n b y forming the nose clip on 
one side; then tlie strip of metal is 
b ent arou nd to form the frame of one 
of the glasses, this b ending b ringing 
it arou nd to meet the nose clip. From 
tliat point the metal is b ent u p and 
liack over the eye opening ju st formed 
and b ack again and across to form tlie 
nose piece and spring of the eye­ 
glasses; it is b ent dow n and inward, to 
correspond to the opposite side, to a 
point where it will meet the other 
nose clip when it sliall have b een 
formed, and then it is rou nded b ack 
and ou tward, and over, forming the 
top of the frame of the otlier glass. 
The strip is carried arou nd u ntil ii 
comes to the point at which the han­ 
dle wou ld b e attaclied on ordinary 
eyeglasses, and there it is b ent ab ru pt­ 
ly ou tward and b rou ght b ack to the 
glass frame again, the loop thu s made 
forming a handle. 
From the b ase of 
the liaiidle thu s formed the strip is 
carried on arou nd, forming the rest 
of the frame, and arou nd and u p to 
meet tlie metal where it was b ent b ack 
to ])Ogin the forming of tlii= secoii'] 
frame. 
There is still ju st a little b it 
of the metal strip left, <and this is now 
b ent down to form the second nose 
clip.

WRITERS OF PLAY& 


They Are Usually Paid a Percentage of 
Gross Receipts. 
Wonderfu l stories are told o f the 
amou nts paid to dramatic 
au thors, 
iu ys. W. J. Henderson in Scrib neF® 
If they were tru e, they wou ld prove 
that the qu ickest w'ay to get rich was 
to write a su ccessfu l play. 
I t takes 
ab ou t two years, however, for a skilled 
dramatist, like Bronson Howard, to 
make a play, and he cannot gu arantee 
that it will b e liked hy the u nfathoma­ 
b le pu b lic. 
I do not know what Mr, 
Howard receives, b u t the typical pay 
of a draniatic au thor is five percent, 
of the gross receipts weekly. 
B u t 
there is no fixed standard of payments. 
Some playwrights* get a certain su m 
down and the u su al royalty of five per 
cent. 
Others are paid on a sliding 
scale. ( In r-* noted pair of collab orators 
received fu r one of their produ ctions 
six per cent, of the gross receipts up 
to $(j, 000, and one percent, additional 
of each $ 1,000 over that figu re. 
As their work drew $ 10,000 a week 
for the iirst six weeks their manager 
had to pay them $7 00 a week for the 
u se of their work. 
In the case o f 
pu rely theatrical hack-work smaller 
prices are paid, and the rate is o ften 
fixed at .so mu ch a night, $25 b eing a 
good fee. 
For adaptations royalties 
are >c]doin paid in this coimtr}'. 
A 
manager u su ally hires* a hack drama­ 
tist, and pays him a lu mp su m fo r his 
w'ork. 
For operetta adaptations very 
small prices are paid; that is why the 
adaptations are u su ally 
su ch poor 
trash. Xo man who can do good wo rk 
can afford to accept the terms. Origi­ 
nal operettas, if su ecessfu i, pay b oth 
managers 
and 
au thors very well. 
Fi'Oyiy Larte offered Gilb ert and Su l­ 
livan £ 10,000 down for the exclu sive 
rights to the ^M’irates of Penzance.^^ 
They declined the 
offer, 
accepted 
their enstornarv royalties and got 
£1 2.0 0 0.
